Five women were among the 


mangled victims of the disaster 
whose bodies have been recovered 
but as yet are unidentified.' Addi- 
tional deaths were feared. 


Officials of the railway said the 


cause of the accident apparently 
was an open switch and promised 
an Intensive inquiry. 


Laden with merry holiday trav- 


elers, the excursion train 
was 


bound from London, Ont., to To- 
ronto. Most of the victims, all of 
whom apparently were Canadians, 
were 
residents 
of 
those 
two 


cities. 


Wooden Cars Crushed. 


Two wooden cars at the rear 
ef the excursion train, which bad 
been switched onto a siding be- 
cause of a "hot box," were crush- 
ed and many passengers, scream- 
ing In agony, were pinned 
for 


hourg beneath the Wfcotkage. 
The alertness and quick think- 


ing of Engineer B. Burrell of the 
speeding train from Detroit, No. 
16 ,was credited by railway offi- 
cials with having averted an even 
greater tragedy. 


Seeing no hope of preventing 


the locomotive from piling into 
the rear of the special train, Bur- 
rell ordered it cut loose from the 
coaches behind and 
prevented 


them from telescoping. 
In contrast to the terrific crash 


when the giant engine struck the 
wooden coaches, there was only 
a slight jar when the 
express 
ears rolled up to the wreckage. 
Passenger Is Hero 


Hailed as a hero of the disas- 


ter was W. C. Rice of Toronto. 
Although badly injured, Rice, a 
passenger, removed six 
passen- 


gers from the splintered coaches 
before collapsing.

rapid improvement until business 
generally acts upon this new un- 
derstanding.

provement during the first three 
months of 1935. 
"2. There will be 
some 
Im- 
provement in the spring and sum- 
mer over the conditions of -1934, 
but not enough to Indicate that 
recovery has come.

HOUSTON, .Dec. 26—WV-Tley 
Tate, 30, a waiter, was held under 
a charge of murder today for the 
fatal shooting just before mid- 
night of Newton J. Kennerly, 44- 
year-old nephew of Federa] Judge 
T. M. Kennerly of the Southern 
district of Texas. 


An eye-witness story of the kill- 
Ing was attributed by E. H. Ham- 
mond, investigator for the district 
attorney, to Tate's estranged wife. 
Kennerly, clad only in his under- 
wear, was shot to death In his 
apartment. 
, 


Shortly after the shootlne Tate 
su-rendered at the sheriff's of- 
fice. Hammond said he told offi- 
cers: "I want to give myself up. 
I have just killed a man.1' 


The statement 
attributed by 
Hammond to Mrs. Tate 
and 
shown to newspapermen describ- 
ed the shooting in detail and told 
of her efforts to protect Kenner- 
Iv, who had onlv one arm, from 
her husband. It said Tate appear- 
ed at the door of the apartment 
after she had gone to bed. It 
named her sister, Mrs. B. B. Jan- 
owski, as another eye-witness to 
the killing. 
Tales Were Estranged. 


The Tates were married five 
years ago, the statement said, tell- 
ing of an acquaintance with Kenner- 
lv for the last two ye'.rs, her es- 
trangement .from her husband, and 
efforts on Tate's part to persuade 
her to return to him. 
Kennerly was an 
automobile 
salesman. 
In her statement Mrs. Tate said 
her husband once warned Kenner- 
ly: 
"You are a one-armed man 
and I dont' want to have trouble 
with you." 


"I heard a knock at the door," 
she said. "I opened the door and 
found my husband standing in the 
doorway. He said 'Where Is he? 
and walked into the 
room. 
I 
screamed and tried to keep my 
husband out of the room. 
My 
husband said, 'I have caught you.' 
"About that time he nulled a 
pistol and 
struck at 
Kennerly. 
He was knocked down bv the, 
blow. My husband was standing 
over him and was hitting him over 
the head with a pistol. I saw a 
flash and heard the sound of a 
shot."

H-sband Makes Statement. 


After he had surrendered to of- 
ficers Tate also made a written 
statement. 


"I did what I did In defense of 
mv home," he declared. 
After outlining his marital trou- 
3s he said: 
"We had a quarrel Thursday 
and my wife moved out. Today 
sho came back bflrne and said 
where she had moved. She said 
for me to come and see her some 
time. 
Tonight I left home and 
went to see about my wife. I had 
my pistol with me. Mv wife open- 
ed the Boor and I went Into the 
house and back into the back bed- 
room. I saw Kennerly. 


"As I advanced toward Kenner- 
ly, he grabbed a clock. I pulled 
my gun from mv pocket and hit 
Kennerly several times. 
Then I 


heard the gun fire one time. Ken- 
nrlv quit fighting. 
"I told Kennerlv when I saw 
him, 'I have found you.' I 
did 
what I did tonight in defense of 
m- home."

DEATH TOLL FROM 
VARIOUS CAUSES ON 


CHRISTMAS IS 173 


ACCIDENTS AND SLAYINGS 
AND SUICIDES FLECK HOLI- 


DAYS OVER NATION

The 
Christmas holiday 


death toll mounted grimly 
today when an automobile 
was struck by a train at a 
crossing near Harvey, a 
Chicago 
suburb, 
killing 


seven persons. 


The seven automobile oc- 


cupants were believed to have 
been workers in the Illinois emer- 
gency relief station at Chicago 
Heights. 
The crash brought the Christ- 
mas holiday death list to at least 
173 persons. 
A 
train 
wreck 
near Ham- 
ilton, 
Ont. 
resulted 
in 
the 
loss of at least fifteen lives while 
fires, motor car accidents, drown- 
ings, suicides and other tragedies 
turned the day froni joy to sor- 
row for scores of families through- 
out the United States. 


As is usual 
on holidays the 
heavy traffic on highways caused 
the most of the fatalities, at least 
115 of the dead perishing in mo- 
tor mishaps. 


The auto death toll bv states 
showed:

Kansas, Maine, Con- 
necticut and Oregon., 
Fires Swell Total. 
Fires in Missouri and other sec- 
tions helped considerably to swell 
the death total. 
A mother 
and 


her three children perished in 
flames at Sedalia, Mo. Another 
mother and her three children 
were burned to death at Joplin, 
Mo. Chicago counted two dead in 
fires. A 4-year-old girl was burn- 
ed fatally at San Diego, Cal., and 
a farmer perished in the same 
manner near Madison, Minn.

an expert upon the real values of 
life. He was probably the young- 
est of the group of young men 
whom Jesus had gatfiered about 
Himself as disciples; now, having 
outlived all his early friends, he 
is writing to new friends and 
followers, with the serene con- 
viction of age.

One by one, 
he recalled the crowds, the ad- 
ventures, the miracles, and most 
of all the revealing worlds of the 
Savior who was also a dear Com- 
rade and Friend. Closest to Je- 
sus, John seems to have caught 
most of the inner meaning of 
the Master's message of life. As 
a heritage beyond price he treas- 
ured those last words from the 
cross, addressed to himself; and 
giving Mother Mary 
into 
his 
charge. Then came the ministry 
in Jerusalem; the life in Ephe- 
sus .with charge of" the whole 
circuit of the Seven Churches of 
Asia: the exile to Patmos and 
the Revelation; and all the later 
experiences of a 
shepherd 
of 
souls amidst ravening wolves. 
So our 
New Year's 
Lesson 
takes us to the feet of the Be- 
loved Apostle, the apostle of love;

The ex- 
plosion occurred 11 miles below 
here. 


The 
railroad 
belongs to 
the 


coal company, which is a sub- 
sidiary of the Loppers Coal and 
Transportation company of Pitts- 
burgh. 
It is a standard gauge 


line which hauls the workers to 
and from their jobs morning and 
night, and carries coal from the 
mine to Montgomery during the 
day. 


The. mine is the third largest 


of 25 operated by the company 
and employs about 900 men. 


Stories of men being literally 


blown to pieces were told by the 
injured men as they reached the 
hospital. 


"One man said he saw another's 


head blown off," said Dr. W. R. 
Wilkinson. 


"We've been so busy we have 


not had time to try and piece to- 
gether a coherent story of just 
what happened." 


The place where the explosion 


occurred is about 12 miles up 
Armstrong creek from Montgom- 
ery in the thinly settled coal re- 
gions of the hills.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 27.—(#)—

was said today by Senator Van- 
denberg (R-Mich) to be "abso- 
lutely vital" to the integrity of 
the bank deposit guaranty sys- 
teir. 


His reply to statements by Sen- 


ator Glass (D-Va) was issued as 
Leo. T. Crowley, chairman of the 
Deposit 
Insurance 
corporation, 


said the corporation's action in 
flashing maximum interest charg- 
es was founded on "implied au- 
thority" in the law to prevent 
discrimination between banks be- 
lOnging to the corporation. 


Glass had isaid there was "no 


authorization of law" for the cor- 
poration to cut the 
maximum 
rate from 3 to 2 1-2 per cent on 
nsured banks not members of the 
federal reserve board. 


Vandenberg, who was 
promi- 


nent in framing the deposit in- 
sura^ce law, said Glass was chal- 
lenging only'the authority of the 
Insurance corporation to 
order 


uniformity and was not challeng- 
ing the 
necessity 
of 
uniform 


rates. He said without the same 
interest charges paid by all in- 
'surod 
banks 
such 
institutions 


'mav be lured again into rash 
competition 
for 
deposits,

Higher Interest rates as bait

"Since all insured banks offer 


the depositor equal 
protection," 


Vandenberg said 
in

statement, "if one such bank of- 
fers more interest than another, 
the former will drain off the de- 
posits of the latter. If the latter 
ictaliates, the unwholesome war 
is on.
